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BAmY NicnoLAs-DAy—Tne Cusroms
oF Bainr Niononas' Eve—Tnr Foast or SaiNr
Niwnoras,—Among ull the saints in the Ualen-
dar of Saints, perhaps Saiot Nicholas enjoys the

atest reputation and _the greatest popularity,

roughout the vast domains of the Czar of
Russia he bas been held 1 such repute, by high
and low, that he has gradually come o be con-
sidered as thelr putron suint, The founders of
three bundred and sgeventy-fwo cohurches in
Englaod have been enger to name their templos
in his honor, Virgins and eblidren, sumlors und
soholars, robbers and parish clerks—all these
antegontstic classes of humanity have been
undor his especial and powerlful protection [rom

*the days in which hoe was in the ftesh.

The earthly lot of 8t, Nicholas wns cast In the
fourth century of the Christian ern. ke was
born in the city of Patara, in Asia Minor, where
even his infancy was characterized by such ex-
tremely devolional tendencies that he refused
to be euckled on Wednesdays and Saturdays,
these beiug 1he days appointed for fasting by
the Chursh. Me early embrioed s religions
Hie: entered the monnsiery of Sion, near Myrs;
was rajsed 1o the dignity of Abbot thereof, and
stbsequently to that of Arebbishop of the Metro-
politan Chureh of Myra. Throughoul his eccle-
sinatical, and especially duving bis eplscopal
career, he was repowned lor such acls of piety
and benevolvnoe ns well beecame one who was
destined to enjoy \he honora of saintship, The
good bishop, however, was subjected to itnpri-
senment and other erlevous persecutions during
the revgn of Dlozletian; and although he did not
suffer actoal meroyrdon, he was on that account,
and becanse of the pority and nobility of his
hie, considered by the HHoly Church as worthy
of ranking smong the most favored rollowers of
tbe then pew 1wligion.,

From ono of the principal events of his life
w' ose a caslom which still prevails, to some ex-
tent, in the Old World on the eve of Saint
Nicnolus-Duy, nitbough in this conniry it has
been transferred to Christmas eve,  His patron-
nee of virgins is likewise based npon the same

event. In hi= pative town of I['alars, there
dwell a mnobleman, whose gole fortune
consistedd  in  three charming  daughters,

The worthy peer hud been so reduced by his
eflorts Lo keep up un establishment becoming
his mnk, that bhe found himself at lastin the
most abject poverty. On this account he was
particularly grieved, because it rendered him
unable 8o 1o endow his daughters that they
would be able to wed in their own station, And
to such siraits wus the lamily reduced at length,
that the father saw that his daughters must
either resort to a sinful course of life or starve,
Now be it known that the benevolent saint
had inherited a large fortune, by menns of which
he was enabled to give full play to biz kindly
heart. And no sooner did he learn of the dis-
tress of his fellon-‘ownsman, than he hastened
by night to the house ol the impoverished
nobleman, and was debating as to how he could
best ageomplish the object which he sought-—
the relief ol their distress. Jost al the moment
of his indecision, tbe moon stole out from
behind a cloud, and showed him an open win-
dow. Into this he cust a purse well flled with
golden coins, und then fled in haste, to avoid
that detection which true charity always seeks
to avoid., With this first gift the nobleman was
enabled to marry off his first dunghter in a
manner that well becume thelr lamily rank. A
second gill, bestowed in a similar manner, re-
silted in the murringe of the =econd daughter;
snd then the era'elal father resolved to keep
upon the watch, tbat he might learn the name
of his benelnctor, in case the latter should come
again with the portion of the youngest,

He was not disappointed in his expectation,
for Baint Nicholas was determined to set an ex-
amwple to guide all bia modern lollowers, As
the good wun approached the window, prepared
to cast in the thard purse, the nobleman seized
h's skirts, and, casting himself upon the ground,
exelaimed: —0 Nicholag! servaut of God ! why
seek to hide thyself? The siint, however, re-
ceived from the pobleman a promise that his
munificence would be kept a profound secrat,
and we are not informed how his carly bio-
graphers ever learned of the occurrence,

It is, doubtless, from this event that the cus-
tom of parents ptacing gifts In the stockings of
their children, and then ascribing their benevo-
lence to Saint Nichulas, took i1s origin.  On the
continent of Europe this custom is practised on
the eve of S8alot Nicholas’Day, the 6th of De-
cember; but in onr own couniry, as every child
van testify, this plensant surprise is reserved for
the merry Christmas season,

The relics of Saint Nicholss were jealonsly
preserved at Myra, the scene of his labors, untii
the close of the eleventh century, Then oer-
tain pious merchants of Bari, an Italian city,
now containing 40,000 inhabitants, situated on
the Adriatic coast, joned in a crusade, and,
landing on the coast of Asis Minor, broke open
the eoffin in which the hones of the saint were
pregerved, and carried them off to thelr own
town. They landel at Bari on the 9th of May,
1087, and deposited his sucred treasures in the
Church of St, Stephen, On this ocecaslon, -no
legs than thirty persons, afilicted with various
diseuses, were made whole on bmploring the in-
tercession of Saint Nicholas in their behalf,
From that day to this, the anniversary of this
event, or the feast of Saint Nicholas, as it is
colled, bas been celebrated at Barl with
great enthusiasm und eclat. The city is fairly
iuvaded by a pilgrim host, which poursinto
1t by thousands from every quarter ol Southern
Italy, They come armed with staves, bound
with olive, pine, or palm, and bearlpg n rourd
or water-bottle, Many of them come barefoot,
and all ol them nre arrayed in antiquated and
funtastic costumes, The Priory of saint Nicholas
offers to each pllgrim a mea), and shelters as
many as can foree themselves within e walls,
The others dispose of themselves as bost they
may. On entering the Church of Saiut Nicholas
these pilgrime vsnally maks the cirenit of it
once or oftener, and gome even throw thelr
foreheads fiat upon the marble pavement, and,
led by a child, thus perambulate the aisles,
The sarlors in port bave & method of their own
for honoring the saint, Entering the church
in procession early in the morning, they recoive
from the hands of the canons the saint’s wooden
image, clotbed in eplscopnl robes, and bearing
& mitre, in token ol hiz sway over the hearts ol
men. After bearing the image of the saint
through the town, and visiting the Cathedral
and otber places of importance, they take it
fairly out to sea, and there remain until the
setting of the sun, Returning then to the
town, they are received with & grand Ulnming-
tlon and a geoeral display of fireworks, the
surging thousands meanwhile chasiing n dre-
gorian Litavy of Saint Nicholas., Then they
parade the town again, visiting the prineipal
churches, and finally, late at night, the imaze
of the saint is returned to the custody of the
canons. The entire services are conducted with
such henrt'elt tervor and such =yident sincerity,
that they duly impress the beholder with a feet-
Ing of awe,
